Athens, April 26.—M. Dolyannle, the 


Greek premier, announces today that 40,- 
000 Qreefc troopa are concentrated at 
Pharaalo*, and that the place la strongly 
fortified and capable of a stoat reeittanoe. 
He iaym there is needless alarm regarding 
to safety of Volo, as there IB no reason to 
tear the Turks will attempt to oooapy it* 


The premier has farther declared that 


the success of the Greek troops in Epirus 
are equal to the reverses In Thensaly. He 
is convinced that Athens will remain 
quiet. The people have complete confi- 
dence in the king and government and 
thera is no reason to fear disturbance.

Prof. Cyrus Morris Dodd. 


Cyrus Morris Dodd, professor of mathe- 


matics in Williams college, died at hia 
borne in WUliamstown Sunday afternoon 
at 2» o'clock, after a briet illness of a 
week's duration. Just a week previous to 
the day of his death Professor Dodd :

Mr. Thayer was especially successful in j 


the trial of criminal causes, and he was { 
engaged in many of the moat important 
Criminal cases before the superior court 
irona this part of the county during the 
last 40 years. He was always ready to 
assist a man who waa in trouble, and in 
he earlier days this characteristic brought 
him a great deal of business from which 
there was very little pay. If his services , 
were wanted tie would not Btop to con- 
tider the chances, of remuneration, bat 
'ould throw himself into the case with 


all his energy, leaving the rest to hia 
Client's sense of honor and ability to pay. 
He had a remarkable faculty for keeping 
courts and juries in good humor, and hi9; 
influence with a jury was always one of, 
his strong points.

Mr. Thayer from the time he located iu 
^ 


North Adams took an active interest in 
town affairs' and political matters. In 
, 


L867 he was a, candidate for the Republi- 
ton nomination for representative in the 
legislature, but was defeated in. the con- | 
ve'ntion. The circumstances in the case 
Led him to run independently, and he waa 
indorsed by the Democrats and elected by 
35 majority. The next year he was elected 
again ou what was known as the "Tunnel 
and Temperance" ticket, and he was 
elected for the third consecutive term in 
1863. ID 1871 and 1872 he served in tae 
state senate, where he took a leading part 
in the work in behalf of the Hoosao t uo- 
«el and did much other important work. 
He was on the finance committee with 
General Walker of Springfield, who pro- 
posed a bill appropriating $500,000 to pay 
the indebtedness incurred by the tunnel 
work, and $500,000 to prosecute the work 
one year more. At that time many were 
getting discouraged regarding the tunnel 
and there was strong opposition to the 
ippropriation of any more money. But 
Mr. Thayer, a firm believer in and one of 
the staunchest friends of the great enter- 
prise, succeeded in getting the finance 
committee to pass a resolution recom- 
mending an appropriation of five millions 
to complete the tunnel, provided a con- 
tractor could be found to do the work. 
The appropriation was made and the re- 
sult was the successful completion of one 
of the most stupendous undertakings in 
the history of this country. He was also 
very influential in securing the removal 
of the county aeat from Lenox to Pitts- 
field, 


In town affairs Mr. Thayer never sought 


preferment, although he served for a 
number ot years on the school committee, 
and he was for many years and at the 
time of his death a member of the board 
of trustees of Drury academy. His career 
as a town meeting moderator was remn rk- 
able, he having served in that capacity 
for many years prior to the time thai 
North Adams became a city. 


In 1881 Mr. Thayer was appointed 


special justice of the district court of 
Northern Berkshire, which position he 
held until November, 1894, when he was 
appointed as the standing justice of the 
court. This office he held to the time of 
his death, although, owing to failing 
health he tendered his resignation a num- 
ber of wbeks ago, to take effect May 1, 


Until February, 1894, Mr. Thayer had 


enjoyed excellent health. At that time 
he 
was engaged 
in an important 


cose in WUliamstown. He became deeply 
interested and exerted himself beyond hia 
strength, with the result that two days 
afterwards he sustained a slight shock of 
paralysis. Though, never regaining his 
former vigor, he recovered his health to a 
comfortable degree and was able to at- 
tend to his official duties until quite re- 
cently, when his strength began to fail. 
and of late he had failed rapidly. He rode 
out last Tuesday and ,was down stairs 
Thursday for the last time. Friday morn" 
ing he sustained another shock which 
affected his left side and was accompan- 
ied with loss of speech,, His physician 
and family realized that the end was not 
far distant and death when it came was 
not unexpected, Mr. Thayer was con- 
scious at intervals till 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning, from which time he lay in a 
comatose state until death ensued. 


The death of Judge Thayer removes one 


of the best known citizens of Northern 
Berkshire. His long residence in this 
city, his professional prominence and hia 
interest and activity in politics and other 
public matters gave him an unusually ex- 
tensive acquaintance and he was on terms 
of intimate personal friendship with many 
public men throughout the state. He waa 
a most genial and sociable man, the very 
embodiment of good nature, and to meet 
him was always a pleasure. His fund of 
anecdote and reminiscence was inex- 
haustible and he was one of the most en- 
tertaining of men. He was a good citizen 
and a good friend, and the news of his 
death will be received with universal 


turned to his WUliamstown home from a 
brief stay at his Savoy cottage. He then 
complained of feeling indisposed and was 


im severe pain in the bowels. 
iok to his bed and from that 


grew rapidly worse. The nature of 


his disease waa such an to necessitate an 
operation, which was performed Saturday 
afternoon by Dr. Paddock of Pittsfteld 
and Dr. Woodbridge of WUHamstown. 
The operation revealed a morbid growth 
in the intestines of such a nature that with 
accompanying in flam; nation death could 
be the only result. The professor rallied 
from the operation ami passed Saturday 
night quite comfortably. But Sunday 
morning the sick man began to fail rapidly 
and the end cane shortly past 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon, after a week's painfn^ 
illness, which was manfully and courag- 
eously borne throughout. 


Cyrus Morris Dodd was born in Broad- 


albto, N. Y., November 19, 1826. His 
youth was spent in manly contest to gain 
for himself the advantages of a complete 
'and liberal education. His part was to 
gain what be should have by untiring toil 
and pemervance, not being: born into opu- 
lence or wealth. His own strength, how- 
ever, was sufficient. By strictest economy 
and with the money earned by teaching. 
the future professor of Williams college 
was graduated from that institution in 
<the class of 1855 with high honors of 
scholarship. During the first two yean 
after leaving college Mr. Dodd taught in 
tbe schools of Salem, N. J. He was then 
elected professor of Latin in Jefferson col- 
lege, which position he accepted and held 
from 1861 to 1866. From 1866 to 1870 he 
was professor of Latin and mathematics 
in the Indiana State university, and in tbe 
latter year ho was called to the professor- 
ship of mathematics in Williams college. 
There Prof. Dodd haa served the college 
faithfully, loyally and helpfully for more 
than a quarter of a century, being asso- 
ciated with Presidents Hopkins, Chad- 
bourne and Carter, and was still in active 
service when the final summons came to 
him to leave his earthly labors. 


Professor Dodd married Miss Mary 


Latham, a daughter of the late Captain 
Isaac Latham of "WilUamstown, August 
17, 1857. His marriage as well as the 
happy experiences of his college days 
naturally led him to make Williamstown 
his home when opportunity presented, 
There survive the late professor his wife 
and two daughter'), Agnes and Grace. 
These bereaved ones have tho deepest 
sympathy of a large circle of friends and 
neighbors. 


The announcement of the death of Pro- 


fessor Dodd comes with a peculiar fseling 
of grief and regret. He was such a kindly 
man and his sympathies so generous and 
broad that his death leaves n lonely feeling 
in the heart of every friend. And thoso 
friends were very many. The people of 
Williams town were all his friends for he 
was a good citizen and one of the kindest 
of neigbora. He never was conspicuous in 
the affairs of the college community nor 
in town aflalrs, but he was always con- 
scientious in the performance of his 
duties both as a college officer and as 
citizen. 
His judgment was excellent and 


always fair, and this was enough to insure 
him the respect of all whom he met. And 
beyond thia, the qualities of a warm and 
Sympathetic heart won for him ia a re- 
markable measure the affectionate regard 
of all. Hia constant solicitude for the 
comfort and welfare of those within hia 
home circle was one of the striking proofs 
of his loving and lovable character. 


Professor Dodd was a man of very fine 


nature. He possessed a rare appreciation 
of (he finett things in life. 
He loved the 


poets, and could quote many of them with 
wonderful 
familiarity. 
He would 


times surprise hia classes with apt quota- 
tions from the qld Latin poets, whose 
works he seemed to know' by heart. Bry 
ant was a favorite with him, and he could 
repeat a large part of all that poet's verse. 
Nature was ever a delight to Professor 
Dodd. Ho loveil'the hills and dales 
Berkshire; he mode them a part of his 
life; no one knew them better than he; he 
drank in the inspiration of the mountains 
and forests and streams; his soul fed on the 
landscape about bis home; he buUt thai 
home where it co'ild command a far- 
sweeping view of ti*e Hoosac valley and 
the mountains that rise from it, and how 
often he could be seen, lost in wonder an* 
admiration, standing at his home door 
•and looking out upon the beautiful seen 
of earth and sky that spread before him, 
His heart was indeed tbe heart, of a poet, 


As an inatnutur, Professor Dodd was 


loved by the students who came under his 
oonscientiouA direction.

drunkenness on dajs when no liquor can
